Chapter 335. 


An Act to reorganize the local government of the 
city of New York. 


Passed April 30, 1873; three-fifths being present. 


The People of the State of New York, represented m 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 


ARTICLE I. 
The Corporate Powers. 


Sxorton 1. The corporation now existing and known fap 

by the name of “The Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty 
of the city of New York” shall continue to be a body 
politic and corporate, in fact and in name, by the same 
name, and have perpetual succession, with all the 
grants, powers and privileges heretofore held by the 
mayor, aldermen, and commonalty of the city of New 
York, and not modified or repealed by the provisions 
of this act. 


ARTICLE IT. 
Of Legislative Powers. 


Suc. 2. The legislative power of the said corporation Lesisative 
shall continue to be vested in a board of aldermen and a 
board of assistant aldermen, who together shall form the

The board of 
assistant aldermen is hereby abolished from and after the 
first day of January, eighteen hundred and seventy-five ; 
and from and after that date the board of aldermen is 
hereby declaréd to be the common council, and shall solely 
possess the powers and. perform all the duties by law 
conferred or imposed upon the board of aldermen, and 
board of assistant aldermen, the common council, or any 
one or more of them. 


- Sxc. 8. Such aldermen shall be elected as hereinafter 
provided. 


Sxo. 4. The board of aldermen now in office shall hold 
office until the first Monday of January, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five, the same being the 
term for which they were elected. There shall be 
twenty-one aldermen elected at the general state election 
which shall occur in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four, three of whom shall be elected in each 


‘senate district of the city, as now constituted, and shall 


be residents of the district in which they are elected, but 
no voter shall vote for more than two of said aldermen. 
There shall also be elected six aldermen at large, to be 
voted for on a separate ballot, but no voter shall vote for 
more than four of the said aldermen at large. The 
members of the board of aldermen shall hold office for 
the space of one year, and shall take office on the first 
Monday in January next succeeding their election, at 
noon. Annually thereafter, at the general state election,

there shall be elected a full board of aldermen as 
hereinbefore provided. 


[Amended by sec. 1, chap. 157, laws of 1873.] Any Yecancies, ” 
vacancy now existing, or which may hereafter occur, 
in either the board of aldermen, or board of assistant 
aldermen, by reason of the death, or resignation, or of 
any other cause, of a.member of either of said 
boards, shall be filled by election by the board in 
which such vacancy exists or shall arise, by a vote of 
a majority of all the:members elected to said board, 
and the person so elected to fill any such vacancy 
shall serve until the first day of January, at noon, 
next succeeding the first general election, occurring 
not less than thirty days after the happening of such 
vacancy, but not beyond the expiration of the term 
in which the vacancy shall occur, and at such election, 

a person shall be elected to serve the remainder, if 
any, of such unexpired term. 


From and after the termination of the term of office of 
the board of assistant aldermen,.as herein provided, the 
board of aldermen shall alone constitute the common 
council, and shall exercise the entire legislative powers of 
the said city. The aldermen shall from the time of the Tobe super- 
passage of this act be the supervisors of the county of 
New York.* 


Suc. 5. The boards shall meet in separate chambers, Aid. Gacinn

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a majority of each shall constitute a quorum; but the 
comptroller, the commissioner of public works, the 


corporation counsel, and the president of each department, 
shall be entitled to seats in each board, and to notice of 
its meetings, and shall have the right to participate in 
the discussions of each board, but in nowise shall be 
considered as members of either board, and shall not have 
the right to vote in either board. — 


Sxc. 6. Each board efral]— 


1. Choose a president from its own members by a call of 
the names of the members of the board, upon which call 
each member shall announce his choice, and when once 
chosen he can be removed before the expiration of his term 
as alderman or assistant alderman only by a vote, taken by a 
call of ayes or noes, of four-fifths of all the members of the 
board of which he shall have been chosen president ; 


2. Appoint a clerk and other officers; 
3, Determine the rules of its own proceedings ; 


4. Be the judge of the election returns and qualifications 
of its own members, subject, however, to the review of any 
court ef competent jurisdiction ; 


5. Keep a journal of its proceedings ; 
6. Sit with open doors ; 


7. Have the authority te compel the attendance of absent 
members, and to punish its members for disorderly 


’ behavior, and to expel any member, with the concurrence 


of two-thirds of the members elected to the board.

But no alderman or assistant alderman shall sit or act as 
a magistrate in any judicial matter or proceeding. This 
section, however, shall not be construed to require or 
authorize a reorganization of the existing board of 
aldermen, or board of assistant aldermen. 


Suc. 7. [As amended by sec. 2, chap. 757, laws of 
1873.] Every member expelled from either board 
shall thereby forfeit all higgrights and powers as 
alderman or assistant alderman. 


Suc. 8. [As amended by sec. 8, chap. 757, laws of 
1873.] The stated and occasional meetings of each Meetings. 
board shall be regulated by its own resolutions and 
rules, and both boards may meet at the same time or 
on different days, as they may severally deem 
expedient. 


Src. 9. Every legislative act of the common council Acta to be 
shall be by resolution or ordinance; and every ordinance d"” 
or resolution shall, before it shall take effect, be presented, 


duly certified, to the mayor for his approval. 


Sxc. 10. [As amended by sec. 4, chap. 757, laws of ; 
1873.] The mayor shall return such ordinance or 
resolution to the board in which it originated within 
ten days after receiving it, or at the next meeting of 
such board after the expiration of said ten days. 


Seo. 11. If he approve it, he shall sign it. If he dis- veto. 
approve it, he shall specify his objections thereto in

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writing. If he do not return it with such disapproval 
within the time above specified, it shall take effect as if 
he had approved it. 


Sec. 12. Such objections of the mayor shall be entered 
at large on the journal of the board in which said ordi- 
nance or resolution originated. 


Szc. 18. The board to which such ordinance or resolu- 
tion shall have been retufffied, with objections, shall, after 
ten days and within fifteen days after such ordinance or 
resolution shall have been so returned, proceed to recon- 
sider and vote upon the same; and if the same shall, on 
reconsideration, be again passed by both boards by the 
votes of at least two-thirds of all the members elected to 
each board, but in no case by a less vote than was neces- 
sary on its first passage, it shall take effect. But if the 
ordinance or resolution shall fail to receive, upon the first 
vote thereon, such number of affirmative votes, it shall be 
deemed finally lost. In all cases the vote shall be taken 
by ayes and noes, and the names of the persons voting for 
or against its passage, on such reconsideration, shall be 
entered in the journal of each board. In case an ordinance 
or resolution shall embrace more than one distinct subject, 
the mayor may approve the provisions relating to one or 
more subjects and disapprove the others. In such case, 
those which he shall approve shall become effective, and 
those which he shall not approve shall be reconsidered by 
the board, and shall only become effective if again passed 
as above provided. 
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Sxc. 14. Any ordinance or resolution may originate in may ori 
either board, and when it shall have passed one board, aither 


may be rejected or amended in the other; but no ordi- 


etc. 


nance or resolution shall be passed except by a vote of the 
majority of all the members elected to the board, and no 
ordinance or resolution shall be valid unless it shall 
receive the assent of both boards within the term fixed by 
law to such boards. In case any ordinance or resolution 
involves the expenditure of money or the laying of an 
assessment, the lease of real estate or franchises, the votes 
of three-fourths of all the members elected to each board 
shall become necessary to its passage. No money shall be es 
expended for any celebration, procession, funeral ceremony, eigen 
reception or entertainment of any kind, or on any occasion, 
unless by the votes of four-fifths of all the members elected 
toeach board. No additional allowance beyond the legal 
claim which shall exist under any contract with the corpora- 
tion, or with any department or officer thereof, or for any 
services on its account or in its employment, shall ever be 
passed by the common council, except by the unanimous 
vote thereof; but, in all cases, the provisions of any such 
contract shall determine the amount of any claim there- 
under or in connection therewith, against the said cor- 
poration, or the value of any such services. 


Suro. 15. [As amended by sec. 5, chap. 757, laws of 
1873.] The clerk of the board of aldermen shall, by clerk of 
virtue of his office, be clerk of the common council his powers 
and of the board of supervisors, and shall perform all 


the duties heretofore performed by the clerk of the 
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common council, except such as shall be assigned ‘to 
the clerk of the board of assistant aldermen, without 
additional compensation to that paid him as clerk of 
the board of aldermen. It shall be his duty to keep 
open for inspection, at all reasonable times, the 
records and minutes of the proceedings of said 
boards. He shall keep the seal of the city, and his 
signature shall be necessary to all leases, grants and 
other documents, as under existing laws. The clerk 
of each board shall, subject to the rules of the board, 
appoint and remove at pleasure deputy clerks in his 
department, and fix their salaries. The deputy clerks 
and other officers of the board of aldermen shall be 
officers of the board of supervisors, which shall have 
no separate officers or subordinates, and such clerks 
and officers shall receive no additional compensation 
for duties performed for the supervisors. The aggre- 
gate amount of salaries paid to the clerks and officers 
of the board of aldermen, including the salary of the 
clerk, shall not exceed twenty-five thousand dollars 
in any one year, and the aggregate amount of salaries 
paid to the clerks and officers of the board of assist- 
ant aldermen, including the salary of the clerk, shall 

not exceed fifteen thousand dollars in any one year. 
To prepare Src. 16. Immediately after-the adjournment of each 
publication, Meeting of either board, it shall be the duty of the clerk of 
such board to prepare a brief abstract, omitting all technical 
and formal details, of all resolutions and ordinances intro- 
duced or passed, and of all recommendations of committees, 
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and of all final proceedings, as well as full copies of all 
messages from the mayor, and all reports of departments 
or officers. He shall at once transmit the same to the 
person appointed to supervise the publication of the City 
Record. No resolution or ordinance providing for or Resolutions 
contemplating the alienation or appropriation or leasing ee 
any property of the city, terminating the lease of any 
property or franchise, or the making of any specific im- 
provement, or the appropriation or expenditure of public 
moneys, or authorizing the incurring of any expense, or 

the taxing or assessing of property in the city, shall be 

passed or adopted by either board until at least five days 

after such abstract of its provisions shall have been 
published. No such ordinance or resolution shall. be When tobe 
approved by the mayor until three days after such abstract Bie 
shall have been so published after its passage ; but if an 
abstract of any resolution or ordinance shall have been 

once published after its introduction, it shall not there- 

after be necessary to publish the same again, but only to 

refer to the date and page of the former in the City 
Record, and to state the amendments, if any, made thereto. 

In all cases the yeas and nays upon the final passage of 

the resolution or ordinance shall be published. The 
comptroller shall cause a continuous series of the City City record 
Record to be bound, as completed quarterly, and to be fo anaes 
deposited, with his certificate thereon, in the office of the 
register of deeds in the city and county of New York, in 

the county clerk’s office, and in the office of the clerk of the 
common council, and copies of the contents of any part of

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the same, certified by such register, county clerk, or clerk 
of the common council, shall be received in judicial pro- 
ceedings as prima facie evidence of the truth of the con- 


tents thereof. 


Src. 17. The common council shall have power to 
make, continue, modify and repeal such ordinances, 
regulations and resolutions as may be necessary to carry 
into effect any and all of the powers now vested in or by 
this act conferred upon the corporation, and shall have the 
power to enforce obedience to such ordinances and ob- 
servance thereof, by ordaining penalties for each and 
every violation thereof, in such sums as it may deem 
expedient, not exceeding one hundred dollars; and shall 
have power to make such ordinances, not inconsistent 


-with law and the constitution of this state, and with such 


penalties, in the matter, and for the purposes following, in 
addition to other powers elsewhere specially granted, 
namely : 

1. To regulate traffic and sales in the streets, highways, 
roads and public places. 


2. To regulate the use of the streets, highways, roads, 
and publie places by foot passengers, animals, vehicles, 


cars and locomotives. 

2.* To regulate the use of sidewalks, and prevent the 
extension of building fronts and house fronts within the 
stoop lines.

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4. To prevent encroachments upon and obstructions to 
the streets, highways, roads and public places, not includ- 
ing parks, and to authorize and require the commissioners 
of public works to remove the same, but they shall have 
no power to authorize the placing or continuing of any 
encroachment or obstruction upon any street or sidewalk, 
except the temporary occupation thereof, during the 
erection or repair of a building on a lot opposite the 


same. ¢ 


5. To regulate the opening of street surfaces, the lay- Opening of 
ing of gas and water mains, the building and repairing of 
sewers, and the erecting of gas lights. 


6. To regulate the numbering of the houses and lots in Numbering 
the streets and avenues, and the naming of the streets, 
avenues and public places; but it shall not be lawful for 
the said board to number or renumber any houses, in any 
street, avenue, alley, lane, road, way or public place, or to 
in anywise change or alter any such numbering or the 
name of any street, avenue or public place, save between 
~ the first day of December of any year and the first day of 


May next ensuing. 


7. To regulate and prevent the throwing or depositing 
of ashes, offal, dirt or garbage in the streets. 


8. To regulate the cleaning of the streets, avenues, Cleaning of 


sidewalks and gutters, and removing ice and snow from 


them. 


9. To regulate the use of the streets and sidewalks for

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signs, sign-posts, awnings, awning-posts, horse-troughs, 
urinals, telegraph-posts and other purposes. 

10. [As amended by sec. 6, chap. 757, laws of 
1873.] To provide for and regulate street pave- 
ments, crosswalks, curbstones, gutterstones, sidewalks, 
and the grade of streets, and to provide for regulat- 
ing, grading, flagging, curbing, guttering and lighting 
streets, roads, places and avenues. 

11. To regulate public cries, advertising noises, steam 


whistles, and ringing bells in the streets, and to control 
and limit traffic in the streets, avenues and public places. 


12. In relation to street beggars, vagrants and mendi- 
cants. 


13. In relation to the use of guns, pistols, firearms, 
firecrackers, fireworks, and detonating works of all de- 


scriptions within the city. 


14. In relation to intoxication, fighting and quarreling 


in the streets. 
15. In relation to places of public amusement. 


16. In relation to exhibiting banners, placards or flags 
in or across the streets or from houses or other buildings. 


17. In relation to the exhibition of advertisements or 
handbills along the streets, avenues and public places. 


18. In relation to the construction, repairs and use of 
vaults, cisterns, areas, hydrants, pumps and sewers. 


19. In relation to partition fences and walls. 
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20. In relation to the construction, repair, care and use 
of markets. 


21. In relation to the licensing and business of public ficgsine 
cartmen, truckmen, hackmen, cabmen, expressmen, car- oe 
drivers, boatmen, pawnbrokers, junk dealers, hawkers, 
peddlers and venders, and all licenses shall be according 
to an established form and regularly numbered, and be 


duly registered in the office of the mayor. 


22. In relation to the inspection and sealing of weights 
and measures, and enforcing the keeping and use of 
proper weights and measures by venders. 


23. In relation to the inspection, weighing and measur- 
ing of fire-wood, coal, hay and straw, and the cartage of 
the same. 


24. In relation to the mode and manner of suing for, 

collecting and keeping accounts of the city and county, 
and disposing of the penalties provided for a violation of 
all ordinances. 


25. In relation to the erection and repair of public Public, 
fountains for the use of man and animals, at convenient 
points along the streets and avenues and public places. 


26. By resolution to require the commissioner of public 
works to do any work or take any action proper for carry- 
ing into effect the powers of the common council. The 
ordinances of the common council shall, as far as prac- 
ticable, be reduced to a code, and be published as such in 
the City Record. 
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Taxes, ete. Suc. 18. The common council. shall have no power to 

impose taxes or assessments, or borrow money, or contract 

debts, or loan the credit of the city, or take or make a 

_lease of any real estate or franchise, save at a reasonable 

rent and for a period not exceeding five years, unless 
specially authorized so to do by act of the legislature. 


ARTICLE III. 
Of the Executive Power. 


Executive Sxc. 19. The executive power of the corporation shall 
be vested in the mayor and the officers of the departments 


herein created. 


Src. 20. [As amended by sec. 7, chap. 757, laws of 
1873.] The mayor in office on April twenty-ninth, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three, shall hold office 
until the first day of January, in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-five. The mayor shall be the 
chief executive officer of the corporation ; shall be 
elected at a general election, and hold his office for 
the term of two years, commencing on the first day 
of January next after his election. The first election 
for mayor under this act shall be at the general 
election in November, in the year eighteen hundred

sickness or absence from the city of the person elected, 
to exercise any power of appointment to or removal from 
office, unless such sickness or absence of the mayor shall 
have continued ten days, nor to sign, approve or disap- 
prove any ordinance or resolution, unless such sickness or 
absence shall have continued the same period. 


Suc. 22. In case of a vacancy in the office of mayor, Temporary 
the aldermen may elect a temporary chairman to preside 
over their meetings, who shall possess, during such 
vacancy, the powers and perform the duties of the presi- 
dent of the board. 


Sc. 23. It shall be the duty of the mayor: Duty of

1. To communicate to the common council, at least 
once a year, a general statement of the finances, govern- 
ment and improvements of the city. 
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2. To recommend to the common council all such 
measures as he shall deem expedient. 


3. To keep himself informed! of the doings of the seve- 
ral departments. 


4. To be vigilant and active in causing the ordinances 
of the city and laws of che state to be executed and 
enforced, and for that purpose he may call together for 

’ consultation and co-operation all heads of departments. 


5. And generally to perform all such duties as may be 
prescribed for him by the city ordinances and the laws of 
the state. 


Clerks, ete  Suo. 24. The mayor may appoint such clerks and subor- 
dinates as he may require to aid him in the discharge of 
his official duties, and shall render to the board of alder- 
men, every three months, an account of the expenses and 
receipts of his office, and therein shall state, in detail, the 
amounts paid and agreed to be paid by him for salaries to 
such clerks and subordinates respectively, and the general 
nature of their duties, which shall be published in the 
City Record. The aggregate expenses incurred by him 
for such purposes shall not. exceed, in any one year, the 
sum of twenty thonsand dollars. 


Mayor to Sxc. 25. The mayor shall nominate, and, by and with 
dpartnent the consent of the board of aldermen, appoint the heads of 


departments and all commissioners (save commissioners of 
public instruction, and also save and except the following 


named commissioners and officers who held office as such 
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on the first day of January, in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-three, that is to say, the comp- 
troller, the commissioner of public works, the counsel to 
the corporation, the president of the department of public 
parks, and the president of the department of police, 
which said comptroller, commissioners and counsel to the 
corporation shall hold their respective offices, as such 
comptroller, commissioners and counsel to the corporation 
aforesaid, until the expiration of their respective terms of 
office for which they were appointed, unless removed for 
cause as herein provided,) and the said mayor shall in 
like manner appoint all members of any board or com- 
mission authorized to superintend the erection or repair of 
any building belonging to or to be paid for by the city, 
whether named in any law or appointed by any local 
authority, and also members of any other local board and 
all other officers not elected by the people,* including the 
commissioner of jurors, whose appointment is not in this 
act excepted or otherwise provided for. Every head of 
department and person in this section named, except as 
herein otherwise provided, shall hold his office for the 
term of six years, and in each case until a person is duly 
appointed in his place. The terms of office of all such 
heads of departments and persons other than those first 
appointed shall commence on the first day of May, but 
the heads of departments, consisting of boards of com- 
missioners first appointed after the passage of this act, 
shall, except as herein otherwise expressly provided, be 
appointed, for two, four and six years respectively, and

which, by this act, the mayor is authorized or empowered 
to nominate a person or persons to in place of any present 
incumbent or incumbents, shall be made to the board of 
aldermen within twenty days after the passage of this act, 
and any such nomination or nominations to fill any 
vacancy which shall hereafter occur by reason of the 
expiration of the term of office of any officer, or from 
any other cause, and which shall not be created by any 
thing in this act, providing for the termination of the 
term of oftice of any officer or person now in office, shall 
be made to the board of aldermen, within ten days from 
the day of the date of any such vacancy; and any per- 
son who shall be appointed to fill any such vacancy shall 
hold his office for the unexpired term of his predecessor. 
The mayor may be removed from office by the governor 
in the same manner as sheriffs, except that the governor 
may direct the inquiry provided by law to be conducted 
by the attorney-general; and after charges have been 
received by the governor he may, pending the investiga- 
tion, suspend the mayor for a period not exceeding thirty 
days. The heads of all departments, including those 
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retained as above, and all other persons whose appoint- 
ment is in this section provided for, may be removed by 
the mayor ‘for cause, and after opportunity to be heard, 
subject, however, before such removal shall take effect, to 
the approval of the governor, expressed in writing. The 
mayor shall, in all cases, communicate to the governor, in 
writing, his reasons for such removal. Whenever a 
removal is so effected, the mayor shall, upon the demand 
of the officer removed, make, in writing, a public state- 
ment of the reasons therefor. No officer so removed shall 
be again appointed to the same office during the same 
term of office.

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may prescribe, reports of the operations and action of the 
same and each of them, which reports shall be published 
in the City Record. The said department shall always, 
when required by the mayor, furnish to him such informa- 
tion as he may demand, within such reasonable time as he 
may direct. 


Src. 28. The heads of all departments (except as other- 
wise herein specifically provided) shall have power to 
appoint and remove all chiefs of bureaus (except the 
chamberlain), as also all clerks, officers, employees and 
subordinates in their respective departments, except as 
herein otherwise specially provided, without reference to 
the tenure of office of any existing appointee. But no 
regular clerk or head of a bureau shall be removed until 
he has been informed of the cause of the proposed re- 
moyal, and has been allowed an opportunity of making an 
explanation; and in every case of a removal, the true 
grounds thereof shall be forthwith entered upon the 
records of the department or board. In case of removal, 
a statement, showing the reason therefor, shall be filed in 
the department. The number and duties of all officers 
and clerks, employees and subordinates in every depart- 
ment, except as otherwise herein specifically provided, 
with their respective salaries, whether now fixed by 
special law or otherwise, shall be such as the heads of the 
respective departments shall designate and approve ; but 
subject, also, to the revision of the board of apportion- 
ment; provided, however, that the aggregate expense 
thereof shall not exceed the total amount duly appro 
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priated to the respective departments for such purposes. 
Any head of department may, with the consent of the 
board of apportionment, consolidate any two or more 
bureaus established by law, and may change the duties of 
any bureau; and it shall be the duty of the head of the 
finance department to bring together all officers and 
bureaus authorized to receive money for taxes, assess 
ments or arrears, in such manner that the payment of the 
same can be made, as nearly as practicable, at one time 
and place, and in one office. 


ARTICLE V. 
Of the Finance Department. 


Sxc. 29. The finance department shall have control of Finanoe 
the fiscal concerns of the corporation. It shall prescribe 
the forms of keeping and rendering all city accounts, and, 
except as herein otherwise provided, the manner in which 
all salaries shall be drawn, and the mode by which all 
creditors, officers and employees of the corporation shall 
be paid. All payments by or on behalf of the corporation 
shall be made through the proper disbursing officer of the 
department of finance, on vouchers to be filed in said de- 
partment, by means of warrants drawn on the chamber- 
lain by the comptroller, and countersigned by the mayor. 
The comptroller may require any person presenting for Soa Pete 
settlement an account or claim against the corporation to io be sworn 
be sworn before him touching such account or claim, and °° 
when so sworn to answer orally as to any facts relative to 
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the justness of such account or claim. The power hereby 
given the comptroller to settle and adjust such claims 
shall not be construed to give such settlement and adjust- 
ment the binding effect of a judgment or decree, nor to 
authorize the comptroller to dispute the amount of any 
salary established by or under the authority of any officer 
or department authorized to establish the same nor to 
question the due performance of his duties by such officer, 
except when necessary to prevent fraud.

indin hereafter made, the expense of the execution of which

6. A bureau of markets; the chief officer of which Markets 
shall be called “superintendent of markets.” 


7. A bureau for the reception of all moneys paid into Receipt ana 
the treasury of the city, and for the payment of money eS 
on warrants drawn by the comptroller and countersigned 
by the mayor; the chief officer of which shall be called 
the “chamberlain.”

A bureau for the collection of assessments ; the chief 
officer of which shall be called “ collector of assessments,” 
and his assistants “deputy collectors of assessments.” 


Src. 34. The chamberlain shall be appointed in the 
same manner as heads of departments, and shall hold his 
office for four years, unless sooner removed, as herein 
provided. He shall, within ten days after receiving notice 
of his appointment and confirmation, and before he enters 
upon his office, give a bond to the city in the sum of one 
million dollars, with not less than four sufficient sureties, 
to be approved by the comptroller, conditioned that he will 
faithfully execute the duties of his office. Such bond 
shall be deemed to extend to the faithful execution of the 
duties of the office until a new appointment shall be made 
and confirmed, and the person so appointed enters upon 
the performance of his duties. Said chamberlain shall 
exhibit to the common council, at its first meeting in the 
month succeeding that in which he enters upon the 
execution of his office, an exact statement of the balance 
in the treasury to the credit of the city, with a summary 
of the receipts and payments of the treasury during the 
preceding year, and since the last preceding report 
required by law, if more than a year shall have elapsed 
since such report. He shall receive all moneys which 
shall, from time to time, be paid into the treasury of the 
city. He shall deposit all moneys which shall come into 
his hands on account of the city on the day of the receipt 
thereof, or on the business day next succeeding, in such 
banks and trast companies as shall have been designated 
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as deposit banks by the chamberlain and mayor jointly ; 

but not exceeding two millions dollars shall be on deposit 

at any time in any one bank or trust company. The 
‘money so deposited shall be placed to the account of the 
chamberlain, and he shall keep a bank book, in which 

shall be entered his accounts of deposit in, and moneys 
drawn from, the banks and trust companies in which the 
deposits shall be made. The said banks and trust 
companies shall, respectively, transmit to the comptroller 

a weekly statement of the moneys which shall be received

The law department shall have the charge and 
ness Of, conduct of all the law business of the corporation and its 
departments, and of all law business in which the city of 
New York shall be interested, except as herein otherwise 
provided ; the charge and conduct of the legal proceed- 
ings necessary in widening, opening or altering streets, 
and the preparation of all leases, deeds and other legal 
papers connected with any department. No officer or 
department, except as herein otherwise provided, shall 
have or employ any attorney or counsel, but it shall be 
the duty of the law department to furnish to every depart- 
ment and officer such advice and legal assistance as coun- 
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sel or attorney, in or out of court, as may be required by 
such officer or department; and for that purpose he may 
assign an attorney to any department that he shall deem 
tu need the same, and may appoint the attorney for the 
collection of personal taxes. 

Src. 87. The head of the law department shall be Couns to 
calied “ counsel to the corporation.”

Suc. 88. There shall be two bureaus in this department, Bureaus. 
the chief officer of one of which shall be called the “ cor- 
poration attorney,” and the chief ofticer of the other of 
which shall be called the “public administrator.” Such oniet EA 
chief officers shall not receive to their own use any fees Pocaive fos 
or emoluments in addition to their salaries, and they shall °™"™*

ARTICLE VIL. 
Of the Police Department.* 


Src. 39. The police department shall have for its head 
a board to consist of five persons, to be known as police 
commissioners of the city of New York, who, except those 
first appointed, shall hold their offices for six years, unless 
sooner removed as herein provided; ‘but those first 
appointed shall be appointed and hold office for one, two, 


three and five years respectively. 


Sxo. 40. The police force shall be appointed .by said 
board, and shall be composed of a superintendent and 
three inspectors, and as many captains of police, sergeants 
of police, patrolmen and doormen of police, and as many 
clerks and employees of police as the board of police may, 
from time to time, determine and the funds appropriated 
allow, except that the number of patrolmen shall not be 
increased in any oné year more than one hundred beyond 
the number authorized the previous year. The board of 
police may appoint not exceeding twenty-two surgeons of

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police, one of whom shall be designated as chief surgeon. 
They shall detail from the force, to be under direction of 
the mayor, not exceeding six patrolmen. 


Suc. 41. The government and discipline of the police Government 
department shall be such as the board may, from time to ™™°* 
time, by rules and regulations, prescribe, but members of 
the police force shall be removable only after written 
charges shall have been preferred against them, and after 
the charges have been publicly examined into, upon such 
reasonable notice to the person charged, and in such man- 
ner of examination as the rules and regulations of the 
board of police may prescribe. The clerks and employees 
shall, except as herein otherwise provided, be appointed 
and removed at pleasure by the board of police, according 
to fixed rules to be established by the board. 


The board of police may, by resolution Retired list 
adopted by the unanimous vote of a full board, setting 
forth the reasons therefor under such rule, retire from 
office, in such polive department or force, any inspector, 
captain, sergeant, patrolman or surgeon (if disabled while 
in the actual performance of duty), and place the person 
so retired upon the pension roll of the police life insur- 
ance fund, and allow him an annual retiring pension not 
exceeding in amount one-third the annual salary or com- 
pensation of such office. But no such inspector, captain, 
sergeant, surgeon or patrolman shall be so retired from 
office and placed on the pension roll except at his own 
request in writing, unless due notice is given him of the

opinion, permanently, mentally or physically incapacitated 
from duty as such inspector, captain, sergeant, surgeon or 
patrolman ; nor unless the said board shall concur in such 
opinion; nor unless the nature and origin of such inca- 
pacity shall be stated in the resolution so retiring him.

tinued. partment of the city of New York,.at the time this act 
shall take effect, and except as otherwise herein ordered, 
shall continue in office, and the amount of salary or com- 
pensation now legally paid to such person, except as 
herein otherwise provided or authorized, shall be the 
salary and compensation fixed for his office under this _ 
act; but the commissioners to be appointed under this 
act may fix the salary and compensation of such clerks 
other than policemen whom they may be authorized by 
law to employ. 


Qualific, Szc. 44. No person shall ever be appointed to member- . 

‘membership. ship in the police force, or to continue to hold member- 
: ship therein, who is not a citizen of the United States, or 
who has ever been convicted of crime, or who cannot 
read and write understandingly in the English language, 
or who shall not have resided within the city and state 
one year, but skilled officers of experience may be ap- 
pointed for detective duty who have not resided as herein 
required. The name, residence, and occupation of each 


’ applicant for appointment te any position in the police 
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department, as well as the name, residence and occupa- 
tion of each person appointed to any position, shall be 
published, and such publication shall, in every instance, 
be made on the Saturday next succeeding such applica- 
tion or appointment, in the City Record. 


Sxc. 45. The board of police may, upon an emergency Special pe 
or apprehension of riot, tumult, mob, insurrection, pesti- 
lence or invasion, appoint as many special patrolmen 
without pay from among the citizens as it may deem 
‘desirable. The board of police, with the approbation in sitary as 
writing of the mayor, or, in case of their disagreement, 
the governor may, under similar circumstances, demand 
the assistance of the military of the first division, or of 
any brigade, regiment, or company thereof, by order in 
writing, served upon the commanding officer of such ' 
division, and such commanding officer shall obey such 
order. : 


Sxc. 46. During the service of any special patrolman Powers'of 
authorized as aforesaid, he shall possess all the powers *™* 
and privileges, and perform all the duties that may be by 
orders, rules, and regulations, from time to time pre- 
scribed. Every such special patrolman shall wear a 
badge, to be prescribed and furnished by the board of 
police. 


Suc. 47. No member of the police force, under penalty pesene 
of forfeiting the salary or pay which may be due him, ne 
shall withdraw or resign, except by permission of the 
board of police. Unexplained absence, without leave, 
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of any member of the police force, for five days, shall 
be deemed and held to be a resignation by such member, 
and accepted as such. © 


Suc. 48. The board of police shall have power to issue 
subpoenas, tested in the name of its president, to compel 
the attendance of witnesses upon any proceedings authorized 
by its rules and regulations. Each commissioner of police, 
the superintendent thereof, and the chief clerk and deputy 
thereof, are hereby authorized and empowered to administer 
affirmations and oaths to any persons summoned and appear- 
ing in any matter or, proceeding, authorized as aforesaid, 
and in all matters pertaining to the department or the duties 
of any officer, or to take any depositions necessary to be 
made under the orders, rules and regulations of the board 


‘of police, or for the purposes of this act. Any person 


making a complaint that a felony or misdemeanor has 
been committed may be required to make affirmation or, 
oath thereto, and for this purpose the inspectors, captains, 
and sergeants of police shall have power to administer 
affirmations and oaths. Any willful or corrupt false 
swearing, by any witness or person, to any material fact 
in any necessary proceeding under the said orders, rules 
and regulations, or under this act, shall be deemed per- 
jury, and punished in the manner now prescribed by law 
for such offense. The provisions and procedure of chap- 
ter thirty-nine of the laws of eighteen hundred and sixty, 
passed February eighteen, eighteen hundred and sixty, 
are hereby applied to the case of any witness subpcenaed 
under this section. 
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and eee of the mayor and the common council, from & 
time to time, but with special reference to locating the 
same as centrally in precincts as possible, establish, pro- 
vide, and furnish stations and station-houses, or sub- 
stations and sub-station houses, at least one to each 
precinet, for the accommodation thereat of members of 
the police force, and as places of temporary detention for 
persons arrested and property taken within the precinct ;

Src. 52. Each member of the police force, under the 
penalty of ten days’ fine, or dismissal from the force, at 
the discretion of the board, shall immediately upon an 
arrest, convey in person the offender before the nearest 
sitting magistrate, that he may be dealt with according 
to law. If the arrest is made during the hours that the 
magistrate does not regularly hold court, or if the magis- 
trate is not holding court, such offender may be detained 
in a station-house or precinct thereof, until the next 
regular public sitting of the magistrate, and no longer, 
and shall then be conveyed without delay before the 
magistrate, to be dealt with according to law. And it 
shall be the duty of the said board, from time to time, 
to provide suitable rules and regulations to prevent the 
undue detention of persons arrested, which rules and

court committing the person arrested.

Every member of the police force shall have 
issued to him, by the board of police, a proper warrant 
of appointment, signed by,the president of the said 
board, and chief clerk or first deputy, which warrant 
shall contain the date of his appointment and his rank. 


Src. 57. Each member of the police force shall, before 
entering upon the duties of his office, take an oath of 
office, and subscribe the same before any officer of the 
police department who is empowered to administer an 
oath. The treasurer of the board of police shall give a 
bond, with two sureties, in the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars each, for the faithful performance of his duties ; 
said bond to be approved by the comptroller and filed 
in his office. 


Szc. 58. It shall be the duty of the superintendent of 
police to detail, on each day of election, at least two 
patrolmen to each election poll. 


Sxo. 59. It shall be the duty of the police force, or any 
member thereof, to prevent any booth, or box, or struc- 
ture for the distribution of tickets at any election from 
being erected or maintained within one hundred and 
fifty feet of any polling place within the city, and to sum- 
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marily remove any such booth, box or structure, or close 
and prevent the use thereof.

extent and bounds of their districts, shall be assigned and disinicts,

Src. 61. All property or money alleged or supposed to pols 
have been feloniously obtained, or which shall be lost or oad 
abandoned, and which shall be hereafter taken into the eer 
custody of any member of the police force, or criminal 
court of the city of New York, or which shall come into 
the custody of any police justice, shall be, by snch mem- 
ber or justice, or by order of said court, given into the 
custody of and kept by the property clerk of the police, 
and all such property and money shall be particularly 
registered by said property clerk in a book kept for that 
purpose, which shall contain the name of the owner, if 
ascertained, the place where found, the name of the per- 
son from whom taken, with the general circumstances, 
the date of its receipt, the name of the officer recovering 
the same, the names of all claimants thereto, and any final 
disposition of such property or money. 


Suc. 62, Whenever property or money shall be taken retum ot 
from persons arrested, and shall be alleged to have been Bo. 
feloniously obtained, or to be the proceeds of crime, and 
whenever so brought, with such claimant and the person 
arrested, before some magistrate for adjudication, and the 
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magistrate shall be then and there satisfied from evidence 
that the person arrested is innocent of the offense alleged, 
and that the property rightfully belongs to him, then said 
magistrate may thereupon, in writing, order such property 
or money to be returned, and the property clerk, if he 
have it, to deliver such property or money to the accused 
person himself, and not to any attorney, agent or clerk of 
such accused person. 


Sxc. 63. If any claim to the ownership of such property 
or money shall be made on oath before the magistrate, by 
or in behalf of any other persons than the person arrested, 
and the said accused person shall be held for trial or ex- 
amination, such property or money shall remain in the 
custody of the property clerk until the discharge or con- 
viction of the person accused. 


Sxo. 64, All property or money taken on suspicion of 
having been feloniously obtained, or of being the proceeds 
of crime, and for which there is no other claimant than 
the person from whom such property was taken, and all 
lost property coming into the possession of any member of 
the said police force, and all property and money taken 
from pawnbrokers as the proceeds of crime, or by any 
such member from persons supposed to be insane, intoxi- 
cated or otherwise incapable of taking care of themselves, 
shall be transmitted, as soon as practicable, to the property 
clerk, to be registered and advertised in the City Record 
for the benefit of all persons interested, and for the infor- 
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mation of the public, as to the amount and disposition of 
the property so taken into custody by the police.

Such property, however, shall not 
be retained in said court, but shall be returned to such 
property clerk, to be disposed of according to the previous 
provisions of this act.

He shall possess all the powers and 
rights imposed upon or reserved to the city inspector in 
any law or ordinance, or in any contract now in force, so 
far as the same relates to street cleaning. He shall file 
with the comptroller monthly a statement, under oath, 
showing the number of persons, and at what salary or 
compensation, that were employed during each day in the 
preceding month, and shall keep and preserve regular 
pay-rolls, which shall be open to reasonable public 
inspection.

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ARTICLE VIIL. 


Of the Department of Public Works. 


Seo. 70. There shall be a department of public works, 
the head or chief officer of which shall be called “ com- 
missioner of public works,” who shall hold office for four 
years, and until his successor is appointed, unless sooner 
removed, as herein provided. Whenever the words 
“street commissioner” shall occur in any existing law, 
ordinance, resolution, contract or document, it shall be 
deemed to mean the aforesaid commissioner of public 
works, and whenever in any law, or in any ordinance of 
the corporation, the words “ street department” shall 
occur, it shall be deemed and construed hereafter to 
mean the department of public works and the commis- 
sioner thereof. The commissioner. of public works may 
appoint a deputy commissioner of public -works, who 
shall, in addition to his other powers, possess every power 


and perform all and every duty belonging to the office of

said commissioner, whenever so empowered by said com- | 
missioner by written authority, designating therein a 
period of time not extending beyond the period of three 
months, nor beyond the term of oftice of the said commis- 
sioner of public works, during which said power and duty 
may be exercised; and such designation and authority 
shall be duly tiled in and remain on record in the depart- 
ment of public works. The said deputy commissioner of 
public works shall possess the like authority in the case 
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of the absence or disability of the commissioner of public 
works. And it shall be the duty of the commissioner to Obstructions 
remove all obstructions now existing, or which may here- 
after be placed upon any street or sidewalk, or public 
ground not inclosed in any public park; provided, how- 
ever, that nothing,contained in this section shall affect or 
prevent the continuance of any proceedings ‘already 
commenced for assessing the expense of executing any 
contract made by the department of public works or the 
commissioner thereof.

be called “ water register.” 


Chief engi 3, A bureau having care of all structures and property 

tonaqve-. connected with the supply and distribution of Croton 
water; the chief officer of which shall be called ‘chief . 
engineer of the Croton aqueduct,” with power to appoint 
‘and remove at pleasure, and detail a staff of assistant 
engineers. He and they must be civil engineers of at 
least ten years’ experience. The commissioner may dele- 
gate to this bureau any power and duty now conferred by 
law or ordinance on the chief engineer of the Croton 
aqueduct board.

that all water so furnished therein or thereat may be meas- 
ured and known by the said department, and for the 
purpose of ascertaining the ratable portion which con- 
sumers of water should pay for the water therein or 
thereat received and used. Thereafter, as shall be deter- 
mined by the commissioner of public works, the said 
department shall make out all bills and charges for water 
furnished by them to each and every consumer as afore- 
said, to whose consumption a meter as aforesaid is affixed, 
in ratable proportion to the water consumed, as ascertained 
by the meter on his or her premises or places occupied or 
used as aforesaid. All expenses of meters, their connec- 
tions and setting, water rates and other lawful charges for 
the supply of Croton water, shall be a lien upon the 
premises where such water is supplied as now provided 
by law. Nothing herein contained shall be construed so 
as to remit or prevent the due collection of arrearages or 
charges for water consumption heretofore incurred, nor 
interfere with the proper liens therefor, nor of charges, or 
rates, or liens hereafter to be incurred for water consump- 
tion in any dwelling-house, building or place which may 
not contain one of the meters aforesaid. The department 
of public works hereby created shall have and possess all 
the powers and functions heretofore or now possessed by 
the department of public parks or the department of 
public works in relation to the construction of the boule- 
yard (road or public drive), streets, avenues and reads 
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above Fifty-ninth street, not embraced within the limits 
of or immediately adjacent to any park or public place; 
and all provisions of law conferring powers and devolving 
duties upon the department of public parks, in relation 
thereto, are hereby transferred to and conferred upoa the

Firecom- board, to consist of three persons, to be known as fire 
oe commissioners of the city of New York, who, except those 
first appointed, shall hold their offices for six years, unless 

sooner removed as herein provided. There shall be in 

this department three bureaus. One bureau shall be 
charged with the duty of preventing and extinguishing 
ae fires -alld of protecting property from water used at fires, 
the principal officer of which: shall be called the “ chief

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of department.” Another bureau shall be charged with 
the execution of all laws relating to the storage, sale and 
use of combustible materials, the principal officer of which 
_ shall be called “inspector of combustibles.” Another 
bureau shall be charged with the investigation of the 
origin and cause of fires, the principal officer of which 
shall be called “fire marshal.” The fire marshal shall Fire'mari 
possess all the powers and perform all the duties now 
possessed and performed by the fire marshal, and ap- 
pointed pursuant to chapter three hundred and eighty- 
three of the laws of eighteen hundred and seventy, and 
chapter five hundred and eighty-four of the laws of 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one, and the acts amenda- 
tory or supplementary thereof. Such fire marshal and 
his assistants shall hereafter be appointed by the board of 
fire commissioners, who shall possess all the powers with 
reference thereto conferred by said acts upon the board 
of police. 


Sxc. 77. The government and discipline of the fire Government 
department shall be suchas the board may from time to Rime eran! 
time by rules, regulations and orders prescribe; but 
officers and members of the uniformed force shall be 
removable only after written charges shall have been 
preferred against them, and after the charges have been 
publicly examined into, upon such reasonable notice to 
the person charged, and in such manner of examination 
as the rules and regulations of the board of commissioners 
may prescribe. Sections forty-eight, fifty, fifty-one, fifty- 
five, fifty-eight, sixty, sixty-one, sixty-two, of chapter one 
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hundred and thirty-seven of the laws of eighteen hundred 
and seventy, are hereby made applicable to the fire depart- 
ment and its subordinates, so far as the same are perti- 
nent, in the same manner as if the same were therein 
named. Any and all fines collected from subordinates 
shall be deposited in “the fire department relief fund,” 
created by chapter seven hundred forty-two of the 
laws of eighteen hundred and. seventy-one, and the treas- 
urer of said fund shall give a bond, with one or more 
sureties, in the sum of twenty thousand dollars for the 
faithful performance of his duties; said bond to be 
approved by the comptroller and filed in his office. 


Src. 78. [As amended by section 11, chap. 757, laws 
of 1878.] No person shall ever be appointed to 
membership in the fire department, or continue to 
hold membership therein, who is not a citizen of the 
United States, or who has ever been convicted of 
crime, or who cannot read and write understandingly 
in the English language, or who shall not have 
resided within the state one year. 


Src. 79. The board of commissioners by this act created 
shall possess and exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred and prescribed by chapter two 
hundred and forty-nine of’ the laws of eighteen hundred 
and sixty-five, and any act or acts amendatory thereof or 
supplementary thereto, not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act, and except as herein otherwise provided. 
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ARTICLE XI. 


Of the Health Department.* 


Src. 80. The health department shall consist of the Board ot 
president of the board of police, the health officer of the 
port, and two officers to be called “ commissioners of 
health,” one of whom shall have been a practicing physi- 
cian for not less than five years preceding his appoint- 
ment. The commissioner of health, who is not a physician, 
shall be the president of the board, and shall be so desig- 
nated in his appointment. These several officers shall 
together constitute a board, which shall be the head of 
the health department. The commissioners of health, 
except those first appointed, shall hold their offices for six 
years, unless sooner removed as herein provided. 


Sxc. 81. There shall be two bureaus in this department. Bureans 
The chief officer of one bureau shall be called the “sani- 
tary superintendent,” whio, at the time of his appointment, 
shall have been, for at least ten years, a practicing 
physician and for three years a resident of the city of 
New York, and he shall be the chief executive ofticer of 
said department. The chief officer of the second bureau Records ot 


> and in said 


shall be called the “register of records; 
bureau shall be recorded, without fees, every birth, mar- 
riage and death, and all inquisitions of coroners which 
shall occur or be taken within the city of New York. But 
in cases of inquests, where the jury shall find that death 
was caused by negligence or malicious injury, only a copy

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of the record need be filed in said bureau. Said board ~ 
may, with the consent of the board of police, impose any 
portion of the duties of subordinates in said department 
upon subordinates in the police department, and may 
delegate any portion of its powers to the president or 
sanitary superintendent, to be exercised when the board 

Attorney off is not in session. The said board of health may appoint 
an attorney at a salary not exceeding two thousand five 
hundred dollars a year, to be provided for and paid as 

' other salaries in said department. 


Sanitary| Src. 82. It shall be the duty of said board, immediately 
upon organization under this act, to cause to be conformed 
to this article the sanitary ordinances then or lately 
adopted by the existing department of health, which shall 
be called the “sanitary code.” And said health depart- 
ment is hereby authorized and empowered to add to such 
sanitary code, from time to time, and shall publish addi- 
tional provisions for the security of life and health in the 
city of New York, and therein to distribute appropriate 
powers and duties to the members and employees of the 
board of health, which shall be published in the City 

Penalty ford Record. Any violation of said code shall be treated and 

thereof. punished as a misdemeanor, and the offender shall also be 
liable to pay a penalty of fifty dollars, to be recovered in 
a civil action in the name of the mayor, aldermen and 
commonalty of the city of New York. All orders duly 
made by the existing department of health, and by their 
terms or necessary legal effect to be executed in the city ,. 
of New York, may be executed, and the execution thereof 
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compelled, and the execution of such of them as are 
partly executed may be compelled by the department of 
health hereby created; and the said orders may be sever- 
ally rescinded or modified by last said department, with 
like effect as could have been done by the existing depart- 
ment of health at the time the said orders were severally 
made. The said department may discharge all liens upon 
real estate in the city of New York, created in proceed- 
ings instituted by the metropolitan board of health, or the 
existing department of health, in the same manner and 
for the same causes that, by laws existing January first, 
eighteen hundred and seventy, they could be discharged 
by the metropolitan board of health. 


[Amended by adding the following—see. 12, chap, 
757, laws of 1873.) The authority, duty and powers 
conferred or enjoined upon the metropolitan board of 
health by chapter seventy-four of the laws of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-six, and the several acts amendatory 
thereof, and by any other subsequent laws of this state, 
and, upon the several officers and members of said 
board, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
‘are hereby conferred upon and vested in, or enjoined 
upon, and shall hereafter be exclusively exercised in 

the city of New York, by the health department and

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ARTICLE XIII. 
Of the Department of Buildings. 


Src. 85. [As amended by see. 15, chap. 757, laws of Commission. 
1873.] There shall be a department called the "* 
department of buildings, which shall be under the 
control of an officer, who shall be known as the 
superintendent of buildings, and shall be the same 
person nominated as commissioner of buildings by 
the mayor of the city of New York on the fifteenth 
day of May, one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
three, and confirmed bythe board of aldermen of 
said city on the sixteenth day of May, one thousand 
eight hundred and_ seventy-three, which said 
superintendent shall hold oftice for the full term for 
which said commissioner was appointed, unless 
sooner removed, as provided by law for the removal 
of heads of departments. 


Sxo. 86. [As amended by sec. 15, chap. 757, laws of 
1878.] Each and all the powers and duties of said 
department, and all its officers and employees, and 
subordinates, and their qualifications shall continue, 
and be exercised as now authorized by special laws in 
relation to buildings in the city of New York; and 
it shall not be lawful for any officer or employee in 
said department to be engaged in conducting or 
carrying on business as an architect, carpenter, mason, 
or builder, while holding office in said department. 
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ARTICLE XIV. 
The Department of Taxes and Assessments. 


Src. 87. The department of taxes and assessments shall 
have for its head a president, who shall be so designated 
in his appointment, and two commissioners, who together 
shall possess all the powers and perform all the duties 
now possessed and performed by the commissioners of 
taxes and assessments. Except that it shall require a 
majority of such commissioners to correct or reduce the 
assessed valuation of the personal property of any person, 
and that no tax or personal property shall be remitted, 
canceled, or reduced, unless the applicant or party 
aggrieved shall satisfy the commissioners that he has been 
prevented by absence from the city or by illness from 
making his complaint or application to them within the 
time allowed by law for the correction of taxes. They 
may regulate and abolish the subordinate offices and 
bureaus, as shall seem most advantageous to the public 
service. They shall, except those first appointed, hold 
their offices for six years, unless sooner removed as herein 
provided. 


ARTICLE XV. 
Of the Department of Docks. 


Sxo. 88. There shall be a department of docks, the 
head of which shall be a board consisting of three 
persons residing in the city of New York, who, except 
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those first appointed, shall hold oftice for the term of six 

years, unless sooner removed as herein provided, and shall 

possess such powers and perform such duties as are now 
possessed by the existing department of docks, but said 

board shall not have the power to change the exterior line Powersete. 
of piers and bulk-heads in the city of New York as now 
established by law. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
General - Provisions, Powers and Limitations. 


Src. 89. A majority of the members of a board in any Quorum.

constitute a quorum to fully perform and discharge any 
act or duty authorized, possessed by or imposed upon any 
department or any board aforesaid, and with the same 
legal effect as if every member of any such board 
aforesaid had been present, except as herein otherwise 
specially provided. Each board may, except as herein omcers 
otherwise provided, choose, in its own pleasure, one of its 
members, who shall be its president, and one who shall be 
its treasurer, and may appoint a chief clerk or secretary, 
No expense shall be incurred by any of the departments, when ex.

Every contract, when 
made and entered into, as before provided for, shall be 
executed in duplicate, and shall be filed in the department 
of finance; a receipt for each payment, made on account 
of or in satisfaction of the same, shall be indorsed on the 
said contract by the party receiving the warrant, which 
warrant shall be only given to the person interested in 
such contract, or his authorized representative.

The determination of the lines of curb and 
other surface constructions in all the streets and avenues, 
within the distance of three hundred and fifty feet from 
the outer boundaries of any public park or place, which are 
now or hereafter may be under the control and manage- 

ment of the board of commissioners of the department of 
public parks, is hereby vested in the said board of com- 
missioners; and the said board of commissioners shall 
also have power to plant trees and to construct, erect and 
establish seats, drinking fountains, statues and works of 
art, whenever they may deem it for the public interest so 
to do, on the said parts of said publicstreets and avenues ; 
and the said parts of said public streets and avenues shall 
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at all times, after the same are opened, be subject to such 
rules and regulations in respect to the uses thereof and 
erections and projections thereon as the said board of com- 
missioners may make therefor.

I.—Organization. 


The Board met and organized on the 4th day of May, 
1871, by the election of

On November 6, 1871, Commissioner Wood was ap- 
pointed Treasurer pro tem., during the absence of Com- 
missioner Henry A. Smith. 

Commissioner Henry A. Smith resigned as a member 
of the Department, to take effect on November 1, 1871, 
and J. Grenville Kane was appointed to fill the vacancy, 
January 3, 1872. 

Mr. Kane thereupon resigned the office of Secretary to 
the Board, but Has acted up to this date as Secretary pro 
tem. 

On January 18, 1872, Commissioner Kane was ap- 
pointed a member of the Executive Committee. 


The following were appointed members of the 
Auditing Committee:

The President of the Board is, ex-officio, a member of 
both Committees. . 
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Ii._Improvement of the Water Front. 


The work under the new system of Bulkhead and Dock 
_ Improvements was commenced on July 1, 1871, at a point 
south of Pier No. 1, North river, and has been prosecuted 
there with all the despatch that the limited means pos- 
sessed by the Department would allow. 

Had the Department received the money it was by law 
entitled to receive, a large amount of permanent work 
under the new system would have been completed, but 
the uncertainty as to the amount of-funds which would 
be placed at its disposal, and the time of the receipt of 
said funds into its treasury, have prevented the work 
being prosecuted with that celerity which the wants of 
commerce and motives of economy alike demanded. 

The expenditure of the Department of Docks, from its 
organization to April 80,1872, was by law limited to 
$6,000,000, or at the rate of $3,000,000 per annum. 

Of this amount, the Board has asked of the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund the sum of $3,500,000, and 
has received of that sum but $1,600,000, leaving a bal- 
ance of $1,900,000 still due the Department on its requi- 
sitions. 

Thus, it will be observed, that the Department has 
applied for but little more than half it was entitled to 
expend, and has received less than the half of the sum it 
has applied for. 

The public is entitled to fully know the obstacles that 








18 
have been encountered by the Department of Docks in 
its efforts to push forward the important work of wharf 
and pier reform. : 

The new system of docks was adopted by the Board 
governing this Department, April 13, 1871, and was ap- 
proved by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, April 
27, 1871. 

In this connection it was deemed proper to say that the 
Commissioners governing this Department from the time 
they took office resolved to incur no obligations on behalf 
of the city, unless the Department had in its treasury the 
funds with which to meet the obligations as they should 
mature, or unless they were assured by the Comptroller 
that the necessary funds would at the proper time be 
placed at the disposal of the Department. 

The Commissioners of Docks have always considered it 
their duty rather to submit to the imputation of inefficiency 
in the prosecution of the great work entrusted to them, 
than to run the Department into debt, knowing that in the 
end the merchants and tax-payers of the city would place 
the responsbility for the delay in inaugurating the new 
system of docks where it belonged. 

The Department of Docks on May 4, 1871, in conform- 
ity with the law, sent a requisition to the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund requesting them to direct the Comp- 
troller to issue Dock Bonds to the amount of $1,000,000, 
for the uses and purposes of the Department, and on May 
18, 1871, the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund directed 
the Comptroller to issue said bonds. 
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Of this sum $250,000 was received June 29th, and 
$250,000 August 26, 1871; these two sums were received 
from Comptroller Connolly after repeated calls from the 
Department, but no assurances were given that the bal- 
ance would be placed at its disposal when needed. 

From August 26, 1871, to November 9, 1871, the De- 
partment not only received no money, but was left with- 
out any definite idea as to whether any, and if any, what, 

further amount of funds would be placed at its disposal 
for carrying on its work. 

During this time, from September 16, 1871, Mr. Green 
was acting Comptroller, and on November 20, 1871, be- 
came Comptroller. 

The Commissioners of Docks had several interviews 
with the present Comptroller, in reference to the $500,000 
balance of the appropriation of $1,000,000 due the De- 
partment, and were at first of opinion that the money 
would be paid to the Department, but they were finally 
informed by the Comptroller that, if the Department 

needed the money, it must obtain from the court a man- 
damus compelling him to pay it. 

An application was therefore made to the court for a 
mandamus. Judge Ingraham, after hearing full argu- 
ments on both sides, directed the Comptroller to issue the 
bonds for the said balance of $500,000, and to pay the 
proceeds over to this Department. 

This decision was rendered October 25, 1871, and in 
pursuance thereof, the Department received the said bal- 
ance, as follows: November 9th, $100,000; November 
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13th, $50,000; November 14th, $50,000; November 22d, 
$100,000; December 2d, $100,000; and December 18th, 
$100,000. 

It will thus be seen that the sum of $1,000,000, which 
should have been placed at the disposal of the Depart- 
ment in the early summer, was spread over the whole 
year. 

In connection with the fact that the last $500,000 was 
paid to the Department in five instalments extending 
over two months; it must be borne in mind that there 
was at the same time a feeling of discouragement caused 
by the fact that the Department received no assurances 
that the whole, even of that balance, would be placed at 

_ its disposal. 

The Department of Docks, on the 28th of September, 
1871, in conformity with the law, sent a requisition to the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund requesting them to 
direct the Comptroller to issue Dock Bonds to the amount 
of $1,000,000 for the uses and purposes of the Depart- 
ment; and on November 13, 1871, the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund directed the Comptroller to issue said 
bonds. 

Of this last amount, no money was paid to the Depart- 
ment until March, 15, 1872, when the sum of $50,000 
was received, and on April 3d an additional sum of 

$50,000, leaving $900,000 still due upon this requisition. 

It will thus be séen that although the Commissioners / 
of the Sinking Fund on November 13, 1871, directed an 
issue of $1,000,000 Dock Bonds for the uses and pur- 
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poses of the Department of Docks, yet under this order, 
the Department received during the months of February, 
March, and April, 1872, only one-tenth of the appro- 
priation. 

During these months the Department should have been 
engaged in mapping out its work for the year, and in getting 
together the necessary machinery and material to prose- 
cute its work for the remainder of the year, with economy 
and despatch. 

To do this it was necessary that the Department should 
know, with some reasonable degree of certainty, the 
amount of funds to be placed at its disposal. 

Thus during the first four months of the year 1872, and 
up to the time of the date of this report, the Department 
of Docks, which has in charge a work which underlies the 
commercial prosperity of this great metropolis, and in the 
vigorous prosecution of which every merchant has the 
deepest interest, has had its main operations practically 
suspended. 

The Department of Docks on January 8, 1872, in con- 
formity with the law, sent a further requisition to the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund requesting them to 
direct the Comptroller to issue Dock Bonds to the amount 
of $1,000,000 for the uses and purposes of the Depart- 
ment, but, so far, no action has been taken by the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund on said requisition. 


- 
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PLANS AND MAPS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE WATER 
FRONT. 


The plans and maps for the improvement of the water 
front of the city under the new system have during the 
past year been completed from the foot of Sixtieth street, 
North river, around by Spuyten Duyvil Creek and Har- 
lem river, to the foot of Grand street, East river, and were 
adopted by the Board of Docks on the 23d day of March, 
1872, and have, in compliance with the law creating this 
Department, been submitted to the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund. 

Thus the new bulkhead .and pier lines have been laid 
down for the whole water front of Manhattan Island. 

The report of the Engineer-in-Chief of the operations of 
the Bureau under his supervision for the past year is here- 
to annexed, and you are respectfully referred to it for the 

‘details of that important branch of the work of the De- 


partment. 


CONVEYANCE OF LAND UNDER WATER TO THE OITY. 


In accordance with the provisions of subdivision 10, of 
Article 99, of the Charter, the Department applied to the 
Commissioners of the Land office for a conveyance to the 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the City of New 
York, of all the property, right, title, and interest of the

People of the State of New York, in and to the land under 
water around the city, out to a point a short distance be- 
yond the proposed pier-head line. 

In compliance with such application such conveyance 
was made. It bears dateSeptember 28,1871, and a copy 
is herewith submitted, marked “A,” to which you are re- 
spectfully referred. 

In view of the present and prospective commerce of 
the City of New York, this grant of land under water 
heretofore owned by the State, but now belonging to the 
city, is of the greatest value. 

This extensive area outside the present pier and buik- 
head lines will, under the plans adopted by the Depart- 
ment ‘of Docks, greatly increase the facilities for com- 
merce, and at the same time add largely to the revenues 
of the city. el 


BUILDING, REBUILDING AND REPAIRING PIERS AND BULK- 
HEADS. & 


It will be seen by referring to the report of the Super- 
intendent of Repairs and Supplies, herewith submitted, that 
a larger amount of work has been done by the Department 
in building, rebuilding and repairing piers and bulkheads 
during the past twelve months than in the first year of its 
organization, and the facilities for commerce have been 
thereby much increased. Twelve new piers have been 
constructed, thirty piers rebuilt and repaired, and ten 
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bulkheads rebuilt and repaired. For the details of the 
expenditures for said work, you are respectfully referred 
to the said report of the Superintendent of Repairs and 
Supplies. 


ADDITIONAL WHARF ACCOMMODATION FOR STEAMSHIPS. 


Numerous applications have been received from various 
steamship lines for additional wharf-room to accommo- 
date the increasing business of those already established, 
and to afford accommodation for several steamship lines 
newly organized, and for others now ee berths on 
the opposite shores. 

The Board has fully appreciated the necessity of pro- 
viding all needful facilities for this important branch of 
the commerce of New York, and had the Department at 
its disposal piers built upon the new plan as adopted, they 
could be leased at rates which would not only pay seven 
per cent. on the cost of construction, but provide a sinking 
fund for the rebuilding of the piers, when necessary, and 
also liquidate the bonds issued for their construction at 
maturity; thus making the wharves now owned. by the 
corporation self-sustaining, and not as heretofore a charge 


upon the city. 


OBSTRUCTIONS ON WHARVES, PIERS. AND BULKHEADS. 


The Department has met with much opposition in the 
removal of the obstructions on the wharves and bulkheads, 
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and in the slips, from many who, from long occupancy of 
public property, have supposed themselves entitled to ex- 
elusive possession, and some delay has been occasioned in 
the removal of these obstructions in consequence of in- 
junctions having been obtained, restraining the action of 
the Department in this regard. 

These injunctions having been all set aside, the Depart- 
ment now sees no reason why the water front should not 
at an early day be cleared of all obstructions and a large 
area of wharf accommodation be redeemed for the exclu- 
sive use of legitimate commerce. 


COLLECTIONS OF WHARF RENTS AND, WHARFAGE. 


The amount collected since the last report, for rents of 
wharves and slips leased, and the daily collections of 


“wharfage from those unleased, as shown by the Treasurer's

Wuereas, By an act of our Legislature, passed on the 
fifth day of April, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy, known as chapter 187 of the Laws of 1870, in 
subdivision 10 of section 99 of said act, as amended by 
section 6 of chapter 574 of the Laws of 1871, passed on

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ENGINEER’S BUREAU—REPORT OF 
OPERATIONS. 





Derarrment or Docks, 
Engr s Burwav, 346 and 348 "Broadway, 
New York, April 30, 1872. 


To the Honorable Commissioners of Docks : 


GxnTLeEMEN—In presenting a statement of the opera- 
tions of this Bureau for the year ending April 30, 1872, I 
desire to submit a few preliminary remarks. 


I regret extremely that we cannot report greater pro- 
gress in the construction of the new river wall, but’ the 
Commissioners understand that. the obstacles were of a 
nature entirely beyond my control. 


You are well aware of the very serious inconveniences 
under which this Bureau has labored for several months 
past in consequence of the inadequacy and uncertainty of 
the financial supplies at the disposition of the Department, 
and you will not regard me as going beyond the limits of 
this report when I repeat, what I have often stated to you 
heretofore, that it is and will always prove to be impossible 
to carry on a work of such magnitude as ours with . 
economy and dispatch unless the appropriations are 
sufficiently large, and the amount allowed to be expended 
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accurately known before the opening of the working 
season, with a certainty that the funds will be forthcom- 
‘ing when they are needed. 


The disturbed condition of affairs during the past few 
months has been such as to render the supply of money 
for carrying on our work a matter of great uncertainty, 
but I feel it due to myself to state that in consequence of 
this uncertainty as to the amount that would be at the 
disposal of the Board, I have been unable to make any 
arrangements for the supply of material, or the making of 
contracts for the construction of the river wall beyond the 
portion commenced last year. All these arrangements for 
.future work should have been perfected during the winter, 
and we ought now to be engaged on the extension of the 
new river wall. As it is, the locality even of the next 
work to be performed is not decided upon, the necessary 
rights are not acquired—not an arrangement looking to 
future operations has been made, with the exception that 
the general working plans are ready for that part of the 
work which I have constantly recommended as the next to 
be taken up—so that, under the most favorable circum- 
stances now possible, we cannot avail ourselves of a great 
part of the working season of this year. 


The experience of another year has only strengthened 
my convictions of the soundness of the general plan 
adopted for the imiprovement of the water front. 


Since the approval of those maps which covered only a 
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portion of the city front, other plans and maps have been 
submitted to and approved by the Board of Dock Com- 


missioners, embracing the upper portion of the Island. 


The prosperity of the City of New York is greatly de- 
pendent upon the prompt execution of the improvement 
of the water front as contemplated by this Department. 


The Board of Commissioners well understand my views 
as to the great natural advantages of the port of New 
York, and a closer acquaintance has only the more con- 
vinced me that the present condition of the wharf 
facilities seriously impairs these advantages. New York 
cannot reap the full benefit of her position and facilities 
of access unless a change is made in the condition of the 
water front. 


The portion of the new river wall south of Pier No. 1, 
North river, which was commenced during the past sum- 
mer is now completed nearly to the low-water mark. This 
part of the work is of granite, resting on a rip-rap founda- 
tion, carried down to firm bottom after dredging out the 
mud. From the exposed nature of the locality, and the 
very severe winter and spring, the work has been difficult 
and tedious. The necessity of preserving Pier No. 1 for 
the use of commerce, at present, has made it impossible to 
carry the new river wall quite up to that pier. Granite 
was employed for the entire section of this portion of the 
work for the reason that it was not possible to complete 
the preparations for the manufacture and use of Béton 
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blocks in season. In the portions of the wall hereafter to 
be constructed it is intended to use large Béton blocks to 
a very great extent. 


The plans and specifications have been completed for a 
landing for small boats, at various stages of the tide, on 
the south front of the wall now in process of erection. 
Proposals for building the same have been advertised for, 
and bids are now under consideration. 


The general working plans for the extension of the 
river wall from its present terminus near Pier No.1 up to 
Pier No. 20, North river, are prepared. The borings 
along the line of the river wall from Pier No. 20 to the 
foot of West Tenth street, except under the existing piers, 
have been recently completed, so that the information now 
exists for making the general working plans for that 
locality. 


The hydrograpliic and surveying operations have been 
extended entirely around the Island, so that the proposed 
lines for the new system are now laid down for the whole 
water front. Up to the present time, 24,850 soundings 
have been taken. The tidal observations have been con- 
tinued, and results of great importance, with respect to the 
action of the tides, have been obtained. The lines of 
levels necessary to establish permanent bench marks’ have 
been extended around the Island, and numerous bench 


marks cut in suitable places. 
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An additional copy of the series of maps of the water 
front from Corlear’s Hook, East river, to Sixty-first street, 
North river, has been made; also new maps in triplicate 
of the water front on the East river, from Corlear’s Hook 

to Fifty-first street, and a series of maps covering the water 
front from Fifty-first street, East river, around by the 
Harlem river and Spuyten Duyvil Creek to Sixty-first 
street, North river. On these new maps from Corlear’s 
Hook, by the Harlem, to Sixty-first street, North river, the 
proposed lines for the new system have been laid down 
and approved by the Board of Dock Commissioners. 


Within the limits covered by these last maps, the lines 
are, to all intents and purposes, the same as those of the 
Harbor Commissioners of 1857. Numerous special sur- 
veys have been made and the maps thereof executed. A 
large number of tidal diagrams, current charts, grade pro- 
files, working drawings, etc., have been made. 


The following summary will show the results of borings 
during the year ending April 30, 1872. 


These have been taken with the floating machine 
“ Woodcock,” the large borer and hand rod, amounting 
in all to 1,862, of which 1,570 are with the “ Woodcock,” 
275 with hand rod and the remainder with large borer. 
This machine has been delivered since the date of the last 
annual report. It has fully answered the purpose for 
which it was intended, and by the rapidity with which it 











59 
can be taken apart, removed and put together again, has 


been productive of great economy. 


With the large borer placed on the piers, borings have 
been taken from Wall street Ferry, East river, around the 
Battery to Pier at foot of Bethune street, North river, at 
intervals of about 300 yards, excepting the space between 
Pier 1, East river, and Pier 1, North river. These 
borings in every case go down into the bed-rock. 


With the floating machine, worked by hydrostatic 
pressure, borings to rock or to very solid bottom have been 
taken from the commencement of the new wall at the 
Battery to Pier No. 52, North river, on the line of the face 
of the proposed river wall and on two parallel lines re- 
spectively thirty feet inside and outside of it; these 
borings being at intervals of about twenty feet, with the 
exception of the spaces occupied by the piers, which were 
necessarily omitted for the present. Borings at intervals 
of about twenty-five feet have also been taken on the sites 
of the first nine of the proposed new piers on the North 


river. 


A dredging force was organized in 1871, with two 
Osgood dredges, two tugs, and six mud scows, which have 
been in operation since June 10, 1871. They have been 
continuously employed in maintaining the requisite depth 
of water in old slips and in dredging to the proper depth 
alongside of new piers.

Since the date of the last annual report there have been 
excavated, by dredges of the Department, from June 10, 
1871, to April 27, 1872, 232,251 2-10 cubic yards, and 
under contract with Morris & Cummings, for construction 
purposes, 24,033 cubic yards; in all 256,284 2-10 cubic 


yards. 


The large floating derrick which has been constructed 
by this Bureau is now completed and ready for use, and 
has been proved on trial to work as was expected. 


In conclusion, I beg to call the attention of the Com- 
missioners to the fact that the outlay charged to this Bu- 
reau for the construction of the necessary apparatus for 
the prosecution of the work laid out, as well as for the 
purchase of tugs, dredges and scows used in the 
dredging of slips, ete—work previously performed by 
contract—necessarily appears in the account of this year’s 
expenditures. This property now belongs to the City of 
New York, is in good condition and is necessary for the 
prosecution of the work.

I1._Improvement of the Water Front. 


After three years of practical familiarity with all the 
wants of the present active commerce of the port, and 
with the feelings and wishes of our leading merchants 
controlling our great commercial interests, the Depart- 
ment is confirmed in the opinion that the plan which 
it has adopted for the improvement of the water front is 
the only one which will afford this city accommodations for 
its commerce commensurate with its importance. 


This plan will eventually be carried out, and can be 
made not only self-sustaining, but to produce a large ad- 
ditional revenue to the city. 


The work on the granite pier south of Pier No. 1, North 
river, and on the adjoining bulkhead wall, including the 
granite boat landing at the Battery, has been prosecuted 
with all the dispatch that was possible, considering the 
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times and manner in which the fund expended was placed 
at the disposal of the Department. 


For the details of this work you are respectfully re- 
ferred to the Report, hereto annexed, of the Engineer-in- 
Chief, who has had the supervision of the work. 


The boatlanding referred to is completed,and is the 
commencement of the bulkhead wall, at the southern ex- 
tremity of West street, as widened two hundred and fifty 
fect, under the plans adopted by the Board. It will bea 
great convenience to the port. 


The work on new Pier No. 1, North river, has been 
diligently carried on during the year, but the uncertainty 
as to the amount of money which could be relied upon 
for the necessary expenditures prevented the completion 
of any larger portion of the pier. 


The season in each year during which the constructiom 
of stone bulkheads and piers, under the new plans, can be. 
advantageously carried on is necessarily a limited one,, 
and to prosecute the work with economy and dispatch it. 
is absolutely essential that the Department should be at all 
times financially in such a condition as to lay out its work: 
in advance, with the certainty of having the means to push 
it rapidly forward during the working season. 


The uncertainty as to the amount of funds the Depart- 
ment would have at its disposal for prosecuting the im- 
6 
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portant work entrusted to it, alluded to in the last Annual 
Report, has continued up to the present time, in conse- 
quence of which the work of improving the water front of 
the city, under the new system, has necessarily been 
greatly retarded. 


On May Ist, 1872, the Comptroller paid to the Depart- 
ment of Docks the sum of $100,000, and on May 13th a 
further payment of $50,000 was made, both sums being 
on account of proceeds of the bonds issued in conformity 
with the request of the Board, under date of September 
28th, 1871. 


Subsequently, the Department was informed by the 
Comptroller that, in future, requisitions on him for the 
balance in his hands of the proceeds of said bonds 
(amounting to $750,000) should be countersigned by the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund before payment could 
be made. 


In conformity with such notification the Department of 
Docks issued a requisition on the Comptroller, under date 
of June 19th, 1872, for the above amount, duly counter- 
signed by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, and 
on the 5th day of July the further sum of $250,000 was 
paid to the Department. 


On the 17th October, 1872, a communication was for- 
warded to the Comptroller requesting him to pay the 
balance due on the last requisition, amounting to $500,000, 
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with which request he declined to accede, then claiming, 
for the first time, that the law did. not authorize him to 
pay the moneys needed for the uses and purposes of the 
Department in bulk, but that said moneys should be dis- 
bursed by him in payment of all claims against the De- 
partment, transmitted to him, properly authenticated by 
the Commissioners, for adjustment and settlement. 


The Department realizing the importance of pushing on 
its work with the least possible delay, and being satisfied 
that the construction of the law assumed by the Comp- 
troller was erroneous, deemed it its duty to make applica- 
tion to the Court for a mandamus to direct the Comp- 
troller to pay over the funds in his hands belonging to 
this Department. 


The case was heard before Judge Leonard,.at Special 
Term, and was fully argued on both sides. 


A decision was rendered at the close of the year deny- 
ing the motion for a mandamus on the ground of techni- 
cal informality in the requisition made by the Department 
on the Comptroller, inasmuch as the special purposes to 
which said moneys were to be applied were not specified 
therein, but without prejudice to a future application on 
the part of the Department. 


The decision was further to the effect that the Comp- 
troller could not properly pay directly to the creditor on 
a debt. contracted by the Department of Docks. 
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A copy of the full opinion of Judge Leonard is hereto 
aunexed. 


This decision was substantially in favor of the position 
assumed by the Department ; but as it denied the applica- 
tion for a mandamus on a technical ground, the Depart- 
ment was left either to abide by the formally adverse 
opinion and to prepare papers for an application de novo 
correcting the informality, or to appeal to the General 
Term, in the expectation that the Court would overrule 
Judge Leonard in the matter of the informality. 


As the Comptroller declared that, if Judge Leonard’s 
decision was adverse to him, he would appeal, and as that 
would have occurred in the second application, had it 
been made, and as it would have consumed’ much time, 
the Department, under the advice of counsel, decided to 
appeal to the General Term. 


The Department, deeming it unwise to allow its creditors 
to suffer for want of money justly due them, and not pos- 
sessing funds in its own treasury adequate to pay them, 
has, since the decision above referred to, sent, under pro- 
test, its bills to the Comptroller for payment. 


Since January 1st, 1873, the bills for materials and pay- 
rolls for salaries, labor, etc., sent to the Comptroller for 
payment amount in the aggregate to the sum of 
$150,730.88, which, together with the sums paid to the 
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Department during the months of May and July last, 
amount to $550,730.88, leaving still in his hands of the 
proceeds of bonds issued in conformity with the request 
of this Department, under date September 28th, 1871, the 
sum of $349,269.12. 


The Department of Docks, in conformity with the law, 
on January 18th, 1872, sent a communication to the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund requesting them to direct 
the Comptroller to issue Dock Bonds for the sum of 
~ $1,000,000 for the uses and purposes of the Department, 
and said Commissioners, on the 31st of July, 1872, directed 
the Comptroller to issue bonds for that amount, but up to 
the present time it is believed that the bonds so author- 


ized have never been issued. 


The Department of Docks, from its organization to the 
present time, a period of three years, was by law entitled 
to expend, subject to the approval of the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund, upon application by the Department, 
in all the sum of $9,000,000, or at the rate of $3,000,000 
per annum; and by reference to the following statement 
it will be observed that, of the proceeds of the $8,500,000 
of bonds which the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund 
directed the Comptroller to issue, the Department of 
Docks has received only the sum of $2,150,730.88. 
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Had the Department been in the prompt receipt of the 
moneys by law appropriated for its use, much valuable 
time would have been sayed, the work of construction 
more extensively and economically carried on, and under 
the new system of dock improvements suitable wharf ac- 
commodations provided for the large and rapidly increas- 


ing commerce of the city. 


PLANS AND MAPS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE WATER 
FRONT. 


The plans and maps for the improvement of the water 
front of the city under the new system, from the foot of 
Sixtieth street, North river, around by Spuyten Duyvil 
Creek and Harlem river, to the foot of Grand street, East 
river, were adopted by the Board of Docks on the 23d day 
of March, 1872, and, in compliance with the law, were 
submitted to the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund for 
adoption, as mentioned in the Second Annual Report of 
the Department. 


In subdivision 8, of section 6, chapter 574 of the Laws 
of 1871, it is provided, that “if any such plan be rejected 
by said Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, the said 
Board shall send another plan, in place thereof, to said 


Commissioners.” 


Up to this time, however, no action on said plans has 
been taken by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. 
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REPAIRS TO BULKHEADS. 


You are respectfully referred to the Report of the 
Superintendent of Repairs and Supplies, hereto annexed, 
for the details of the work of building new wooden piers 
and bulkheads, and the repairs made to old structures be- 


longing to the city. 


The work during the past year consists mainly in the 
completion of eleven new piers, and twenty-six piers, 
bulkheads, and dumping-boards rebuilt or repaired. 


OBSTRUCTIONS ON THE WATER FRONT. 


The Department has exercised the most constant super- 
vision of the water front, especially in regard to the 
removal of obstructions from the bulkheads, piers, and 
slips. 


When the Department was organized, it found many of 
the city bulkheads and slips occupied as places for stores, 
solely for the purpose of carrying on business, to the 
great detriment of the true commercial interests of the 
port. Whole bulkheads were built upon with these per- 
manent obstructions, preventing vessels from lying thereat 
to receive or discharge their cargoes. : 


In the removal of these stores from the bulkheads and 
slips, the Department met with strenuous opposition. In- 
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junction after injunction, from the State and United States 
courts, was obtained by the parties in interest, and all 
that money and skilled legal talent could do was done to 
nullify the action of the Department in this regard. 


Eventually, however, all these injunctions were dis- 
solved, the courts sustaining the Department in every 
instance, and holding the principle that the wharves and 
piers of New York belong by right and law to the wants 
of active comnierce, and that the commerce-obstructing 
bulkhead stores on portions of the water front, and the 
permanent hulks, lying year after year in many of our 
slips, must be removed. 


COLLECTIONS OF WHARF RENTS AND WHARFAGE. 


By reference to the Report of the Treasurer it will be 
observed that the rents from wharves and bulkheads leased, 
and the daily collections from wharf property not leased, 
belonging to the city, amount to the sum of $448,640.51, 
as against $412,974.93 for the previous year, showing a 
gain in receipts of $35,665.58, all of which first above- 
mentioned sum has been paid over during the year to the 
City Chamberlain for account of the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund. 


This increase has been derived from a very limited area 
of wharf property, from which daily collections are 
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made, most of the piers belonging to the city having been 
leased before the organization of this Department, and the 
leases being still unexpired. 


Various steamship and transportation companies have 
made application to widen. and extend, at their own cost, 
the piers and bulkheads held by them, in order to provide 
additional facilities for the delivery of freight, ete. 


In many instances, and always after personal examina- 
tion of the premises by the Commissioners, permission has 
been granted to make the extensions, and for the use of 
the land under water belonging to the city, covered by 
the improvements, rents have been charged at the rate of 
seven per cent. per annum on the estimated value of the 
land so covered, thereby increasing to a large extent the 
revenue of the city. 
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THIRD. 


In compliance with the third provision of said sub- 
division of section 6, the following statement is submitted :

REPORT OF THE ENGINEER~IN-CHIEF. 





Department or Docks, 
Eneinerr’s Burenav, 346 and 348 Broadway, 
New Yors, April 80, 1873. 


To the Honorable Commissioners of Docks : ; 


GrntLEMEN—I have the honor to submit a peppr of 
the operations of the Engineer’s Bureau during the year 
ending April 30th, 1878. 


The amount of work accomplished is far below what I 
had hoped, and the organization of the Bureau per- 
mitted. . 


From the beginning of the year the Engineer’s Bureau 
has been provided with the information necessary for the 
preparation of the plans and specifications required for 
the extension of the new bulkhead wall and the construc- 
tion of piers under the new system. Early in the year it 
was decided by the Commissioners that a section of the 
new wall should be built from Canal street to Christopher 
street, and the proper plans and specifications were soon 
prepared. \ 
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From causes entirely beyond the control of the Engi- 
neer’s Bureau, no action has been taken in this matter, 
and its operations have been chiefly confined to the com- 
pletion of the work already commenced near the Battery. 


Financial difficulties postponed until late in the season 
the commencement of work upon the boat-landing and 
Pier No, 1. 


The work upon the bulkhead wall and the boat-landing 
at the Battery, which, at the date of my last report, were 
not brought up to the low water line, has been continued. 


The boat-landing is now completed. 


The plans for the breakwater necessary for its protec- 
tion are completed, and the specifications ready for adver- 
tising for proposals for its construction. These specifica- 
tions are advertised in the papers selected by the Depart- 
ment. 


The adjacent bulkhead wall has been completed as far- 
as could be until the work on the first arch of new Pier- 
No. 1 had reached a certain point. It is now practicable 
and desirable to complete the wall at once to old Pier 
No. 1, and fill in the space behind the new wall. 


During the past summer it was decided by the Board 
of Commissioners that the new Pier No. 1, the commence- 
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ment of the new system on the North river, should be 
constructed of granite and concrete, the floor being sus- 
tained by arches resting on concrete supports. This pier 
will be permanent, obviating the inconvenience and ex- 
pense of repairs. 


The foundations of the supports were obtained by sink- 
ing cribs to the bed rock, which, when in place, were 
filled with concrete. Three of these foundations, and the 
corresponding piers, are completed—the cribs for two 
more are ready, and the construction of the first two 
arches is in progress. 


The nature of this work, and that upon the bulkhead 
wall, being, in many respects, novel in this country, it was 
not deemed advisable to commence the work under con- 
tracts, as it was difficult, and, perhaps, impracticable, to 
obtain the data necessary to enable the Department to 
enter upon contracts understandingly. With the experi- 
ence now gained, it is recommended that hereafter as 
much as possible of the work upon the bulkhead walls and 
piers shall be done by contract. 


On the 6th September, 1872, a contract was made with 
Messrs. McIntyre and Smith for building a wooden pier 
at the foot of Thirty-fifth street, North river, upon an im- 
proved plan, affording much more strength and perma- 
nence than the usual construction, for the use of the Man- 
hattan Market Company. Four hundred feet of this pier 
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are finished—from the old bulkhead—leaving one hun- 
dred and thirty feet to be completed. The ice in the 
river during the winter months made it necessary to sus- 
pend the work from the 25th December until April Ist. 


It was intended to creosote all the material of this pier 
as a protection against the ravages of the “‘ Teredo Nava- 
lis,” but the inability of the patentees of the process to do_ 
the work in season made it necessary to confine the use of 
the process to the columns supporting the outer end of the 
pier. 


During the year, 1,800 cubic yards of artificial stone 
have been made of concrete, some of them weighing as 
much as eighty tons. The results of this method of con- 
struction have been entirely satisfactory, and fully confirm 
the expectations formed in regard to the economy and 
stability of the works in which it is designed to employ 
the concrete blocks. Many experiments have been made 
to test the durability and strength of various kinds of 
cement submitted to the Department for use in the con- 
struction of concrete blocks. 


HYDROGRAPHY AND SURVEYS. 


The surveying parties have been engaged in complet- 
ing the cordon of bench mark levels around the city and 
island for reference in establishing the datum line for the 
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construction of the pier and bulkhead at any point.” Also 
in executing the measurement of ordinates which were re- 
quired to determine the position of the new pier and 
bulkhead lines. 


We are now supplied with the necessary scientific data 
required for an engineering undertaking of the nature of 
ours that will justify the Commissioners in contracting 
for an extension of the work at any point between Cor- 
lear’s Hook, East river, and foot of West Fifty-ninth 
street, North river, at any moment. 


Measurements have been made by the employees of 
this bureau of all materials furnished by contractors for 
use at the Battery works. 


The surveys and measurements required in connection 
with the dredging, a large number of special surveys re- 
lating to the extension of private piers and bulkheads, and 
other work required by the Department, have been made 
during the year. 


The draughtsmen have been constantly and busily em- 
ployed upon the plans and maps necessary for our work. 


DREDGING. 


The work of dredging the corporation slips has been 
done by the machinery belonging to the Department. 
The total amount dredged during the year was 64,199 
cubic yards. 
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A large portion of the most favorable season for dredg- 
ing was lost, pending the selection by the Pilot Commis- 
sioners of a new location for dumping dredged material. 
Although the result of this delay was to decrease the 
amount of work performed and to increase the cost materi- 
ally, it need not be regretted if the effect has been to 
avoid injuring the regimen of the Harbor. It is very cer- 
tain that no injury to the Harbor can result from dump- 
ing at the location now approved by the Pilot Commis- 
sioners. 


BORINGS. 


During the year the “ Woodcock Borer ” has been em- 
ployed only about seven months, having been laid up on 
December 1st, 1872. 


From May ist to December 1st, 1872, 839 borings 
were taken from Pier No. 19 to Pier No. 48, North river, 
and on the location of proposed new piers. 


In addition, there have been taken 195 borings on the site 
of new Pier No. 1, North river, to determine definitely the 
shape of the rock bottom at the location of the supporting 
piers of the arches. 


Several hundred hand-rod borings have also been taken 
in the same vicinity to verify the results of dredging, 
position of rip-rap, etc., etc. 
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From foot of Sixty-first street, North river, to Two 
Hundred and Fifteenth street, North river, borings with 
the hand-rod were taken at the foot of each street, to de- 
termine the line of bulkhead. 


Sixteen borings were taken with the large machine. 
These reached to the bed rock, and were generally at in- 
tervals of about 250 feet ; these, with those already taken 
by the same machine, extend from the foot of Fifty-ninth 
street, North river, to Pier No. 48, East river. The 
general results have not differed much from those pre- 
viously reported. 


The average depth of soft mud, except where there had 
been recent dredging, has been found to be from 22 to 23 
feet—below this a very tenacious mud of varying depth 
and then alternating strata of sand and gravel, with some- 
times clay, to the bed rock. 


In concluding this report, I desire to bear testimony to 
the very creditable manner in which the Assistant Engi- 
neers and other employees of the Bureau have performed 
the various duties assigned to them.

Experimental piles have been driven, and platforms 
built on them, and loaded with weight, four of them being 
in their natural state, and four of them having their 
lower ends enlarged, the lengths being about sixty-five 
(65) feet, and diameter of each the same; the result ob- 
tained showed no advantage by enlarging the lower ends. 


From the above statement, it will be seen that since my 
last report eleven (11) new piers have been built, and 
twenty-six (26) piers, bulkheads, and dumping-boards re- 
built or repaired, and obstructions of various kinds have 
‘been removed.

OPINION OF JUDGE LEONARD 


In matter of Application for Mandamus to Compel the 
Comptroller to Pay over Funds, in Bulk.

Lzonarp, Justice. 


The Department of Docks are invested with very ex- 
tensive power to contract debt on behalf of the City of 
New York, in purchasing materials for the construction 
of Docks, and-in employing labor in erecting wharfs, 
piers, etc., and in cleaning slips and basins, and in ac- 
' quiring dock property, ete. 
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The Commissioners are not called upon by law to con- 
sult with the Comptroller, except in his capacity, ex-officco, 
asa member of the Sinking Fund, in respect to any of 
the plans, contracts, or expenditures of their Department. 


The Commissioners have the entire control of the dock 
property of the City, including the leasing and collecting 
the revenue to be derived therefrom. 


For the purpose of meeting the very large expenditures 
which the Commissioners are authorized to make in the 
execution of the powers conferred upon them by section 
99 of the Charter of 1870, as amended by chapter 574 of 
the Laws of 1871, § 6, the Comptroller, on the direction 
of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, is directed 
to issue bonds of the City of New York, not exceeding 
$3,000,000 in any one year, not to be sold at a price less 
than par, and the proceeds, when sold, are to be deposited 
in the treasury of the said city. 


The money is to be drawn out and paid by the Comp- 
troller for the objects and purposes provided in the said 
amended section, upon the requisition of the said Board 
of the Department of Docks, countersigned by the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund. 


The Comptroller has issued and sold $1,000,000 of the 
Dock Bonds, under the direction of the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund, given to him in 1871. 
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He has paid to the Department of Docks two several 
sums of $250,000, and the said Department have made a. 
requisition upon the Comptroller, countersigned by the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, for the remaining 
$500,000, in bulk, but have made no statement of the 
objects and purposes for which that amount is required. 


The Comptroller claims to audit the bills for which the 
money is expended, and to make payment of debts con- 
tracted by the Department of Docks in the same manner 
as he is directed to audit and’ pay other liabilities of the 
City of New York, under subdivision 4 of section 87 and 
section 39 of the Charter of 1870, Session L., 1870, chap. 
187, p. 866. 


It is required by section 89 that all money drawn from 
the City Treasury shall be upon vouchers for the expen- 
diture thereof examined and allowed by the Auditor, 
approved by the Comptroller, and filed in his office. 


In my opinion, the provisions of this section do not: 
apply, for the reason that the mode of expending the- 
money to be raised from a sale of the Dock Bonds is. 
directed in a different manner, under the eleventh sub-. 
division of the amended section 99, passed by the Legis-. 
lature in 1871, and referred to above. Sess. L., 1871, 


chap. 574, § 6. 
This is a later law or enactment than the Charter of 
1870, under which the Comptroller claims to act. 
8 
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It is inconsistent with the former provisiun, and is a 
later expression of the legislative will. 


The Commissioners of the Department of Docks are 
required to certify the several objects and purposes for 
which a requisition is made upon the Comptroller, other- 
wise he cannot know that he is paying or is required to 
pay the money from the Treasury “ for the objects and 
purposes” provided in this later act; and as the latest 
expression of the legislative will must be followed, I 
think it clear that the Commissioners can certify the 
objects and purposes for which a requisition is made 
upon the Comptroller, so as to include a large number of 
liabilities or debts contracted by the Department of 
Docks in one sum or amount. 


It is probable that the framers of the law intended that 
a sum, in bulk, should be paid by the Comptroller, on the 
requisition of the Department of Docks, duly counter- 
signed, in conformity ‘with a practice which formerly 
obtained between the Finance and other departments of 
the City Government. But the law has not been framed 
so as to express that design. 


The Comptroller cannot properly pay directly to the 
creditor on a debt contracted by the Department of 
Docks. 


He is to pay on the requisition of that Department, 
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countersigned by the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund. 


He must, as the law requires, have this particular 
voucher for the money raised on the “ Dock Bonds” before 
it can be drawn from the treasury according to law. 


It would be, apparently, an idle ceremony to require 
such a requisition, so countersigned, for each debt con- 
tracted by the Department, in detail, however small it 
might happen to be. 7 


There can be no objection to combining a number of 
demands, to be included in one requisition. 


I can perceive no conflict to arise on this mode of pro- 
ceeding in regard to the payments mentioned in the . 
eleventh subdivision of amended section 99, Laws 1871, 
~ chap. 574. 


The requisition which has been made is not accom- 
panied by any certificate, statement, or vouchers for the 
“objects or purposes” for which the sum mentioned is 
required. 


The Department of Docks are not, therefore, techni- 
cally, correctly before the Court, and on that ground only 
the application for a peremptory mandamus is denied, 
without prejudice to a future motion.

The estimated expense of conducting the City and 
County Governments, for each of the years 1873 and 
1874, is ital by th following tables: 
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I—THE LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


The reduction of $16,322.17, exhibited in this Depart- 
ment for the year 1874, is chiefly occasioned by the omis- 
sion of the advertising and printing, which was included 
in the estimate for 1878. This reduction is only apparent 
as, by the Charter, the advertising and printing is provided 
for under another head in this budget. 


I1—THE MAYORALTY. 


In this Department there is an increase of $11,851.32 
in salaries and contingencies, chiefly in the Bureau of Per- 
mits, on account of the probability of the necessity for em- 
ploying a larger force to perform the business of collection.

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There is no room for doubt that the new fire steamboat, 
which will navigate the waters adjacent to the city, would 
be of great service to the shipping and to the dwellings 
and structures near the water. It is to be provided with 
adequate pumps of large capacity. 


The aerial ladder is thought by the Department to be a 
valuable addition to the apparatus of the Department for 
saving life and property. 


The new buildings asked for are necessary. 


XIII.—THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The estimate of the Board of Education shows and in- 
crease over 1873 of $452,500, which is occasioned by an in- 
crease in the amount of salaries of teachers and others of 
$61,000. The balance is required for purchasing sities 
and erecting new buildings, and alterations and repairs of 


buildings. : 


In the year 1871, the Legislature authorized $680,000— 
to be raised by the issue of bonds for new buildings— 
which amount has been expended during the years 1871, 
1872 and 1873. The amount required for this purpose in 
the year 1874 must be raised by tax, and is included in 
the present estimate, whith accounts for the greater part 
of the increase for this Board. Many of the school build- 
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ings were left by the predecessors of the present Board in 
a very bad condition, their repairs being greatly neglect- 
ed. Although the sum of $200,000 was appropriated to 
this purpose in 1873, more is needed for repairs, and, as 
the population increases, the need fur new buildings in- 
creases, and it is better to pay it from taxes than to go 
more into debt. 


XIV.—THE COLLEGE OF THE CITY OF NEW YORK. 


The amount is the same as was appropriated under this 
head in 1873, and as required by law. 


XV.—ADVERTISING, PRINTING AND BLANK BOOKS. 


Under this head is provided the expenses of the publica- 


‘tion of the City Record, the salaries of the Supervisor and 


his assistants, and contingent expenses ; also the expenses 
of advertising and all printing, stationery and blank books 
required by the Common Council and the Departments, 
as provided by the new Charter. For these purposes the 
appropriation from May 1, 1873, was $45,905.76. For 
1874 the amount is estimated at $92,000. 


This appropriation includes those items of decrease for 
printing and stationery referred to under their respective 
heads in the estimates for the departments. 
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XVI—THE CITY COURTS AND COURT EXPENSES. 


The estimate under this head is for the expenses and 
salaries of justices, clerks and attendants of the Police 
and Civil Courts; also for the expenses and salaries of 
clerks and officers of the Court of General Sessions and 
the Marine Court, and attendants of the Supreme and 
Superior Courts and the Court of Common Pleas. 


In 1878 the appropriation under this head was $455,216.58 
This amount has been found insufficient. The amount 
required for these purposes in 1874 is estimated at $502,100.

The State taxes are mandatory by acts of the Legisla- 
ture, and are required to be raised by tax and paid over 
to the State for the various purposes indicated above.

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The increase in the item of “Interest,” to be provided 
for in 1874, arises mainly from the issue of stocks to pay 
the proportion of awards, ete., due by the County for 
lands taken in the opening of the Northern Boulevard, 
above One Hundred and Fifty-fifth street, and also in 
part from bonds to be issued to pay the quota “ charge- 
able to the City and County of New York for canal and 
general fund deficiencies, under and in pursuance of 
chapter 734 of the Laws of 1872,” as:provided in section 
8 of chapter 95, Laws of 1873. The amount of bonds to 
be issued under this provision of law is $3,644,887.77, 
and ten per cent. of this amount is to be raised by tax 
in 1874, which is also included in the estimate to be paid 
in liquidation of that portion of said bonds. Armories and 
Drill-rooms—The appropriation for 18783 for this pur- 
pose was $100,000, which amount has been found insuf-

Besides these additional requirements for the County in 
1874, it is also necessary to provide a further sum of

tingencies in the District Attorney’s office.” In the item ° 


of “Jury Fees” $5,00) is added; also, $7,000 for “ Print- 
ing—Executive Department and Judiciary,” and $8,056.16 
for “ Salaries—Judiciary.” For “Advertising” $2,500 is 
inelnded, for which account no appropriation was made in 
1873, a balance of the appropriation for the year 1872 
being sufficient for the expense of 1873. 


For County Contingencies an appropriation of $15,000 
is made, which is an increase of $6,353.44 over 1873, 
for the reason that a balance of appropriation was carried 
over from 1872 to this account. 


An item of $200,000 for “Special Contingencies ” is 
also included, which amount is intended to cover all mat-
